Highway crossing 
in New Ox­

large truck was hit by the engine 
of the freight train which was 
traveling eastward, Mr. Taylor 
was thrown out of the truck by 
the force of the impact and es­ 
caped with a slight scratch on 
one of his hands. 
Mr. Taylor was returning to 
Gettysburg, as he had sold all of 
the gasoline that the truck car­ 
ried and had only about 120 gal­ 
lons of kerosene in the tank.

Since the origin of the curb market 
idea here IO years ago, this institution 
has almost become a necessity to the 
busy housewife who now can readily 
find that which she desires in eggs, 
vegetables, meats and other products 
of the farm within the confines of 
Center Square. 
The number of farm ­ 
ers in attendance has increased every 
year since 1912 and last summer saw 
the largest group of hucksters ever 
gathered here when one morning 32 
wagons were parked around the oval. 
M arketmaster Moose reported that 
the curb market netted the 
borough 
treasurer more revenue last summer 
than in any previous year. The amount 
collected from rentals of stalls totalled 
$145.52. 
Mr. Moose has announced 
that he will be in the Fire House every 
day and that anybody wishing to rent 
space att the curb market should com­ 
municate with him there. 
The cost of 
one spaed at the market for a year is 
$10 but stalls may be rented by the 
quarter at $2.50. 
They will also be 
rented for six and nine months in the 
option of the farmer. 
Some stalls have already been en­ 
gaged and from indications, the num­ 
ber of farmers attending market this 
summer will exceed those of any oth­ 
er season.

Day. established 
fifty 
years ago in 
“treeless Nebraska,” will be 
cele­ 
brated throughout the United States 
April 22. the 
final day 
of “ Forest 
Protection Week” . 
Each state here­ 
tofore has set its own date for hold­ 
ing tree-planting 
exercises. 
This 
year, however, being a notable 
an 
niversary of the custom started in 
Nebraska, 
President 
Harding, 
by 
proclamation, 
has 
asked 
all 
the 
states to observe the occasion on the 
day celebrated by the poineer state 
where the idea originated. 
Tin* first Arbor Day was celebrate 
cd in Nebraska in 1872 at the prompt­ 
ing of J . Sterling Morton, one-time 
secretary of agriculture. 
At first 
the date was April IO, but later tin 
legislature changed it to April 22, 
Mr. Morton’s birthday. 
More thar 
a million trees were planted in 
th( 
state on the first 
Arbor Day, and 
since then 
the idea has spread tc 
practically the whole country. Near­ 
ly a billion trees have been planted 
in Nebraska since that day. 
In the 
sand-hills region of the state 
the 
Forest Service today has under way 
the 
greatest 
tree-planting 
project 
ever 
undertaken 
in this 
country. 
Some 5,000 acres 
of treeless grass 
land in the sand-hills 
have already 
been reforested 
to pine by artificial 
planting.
